WHO SHOULD | COMMUNICATE THIS INFORMATION TO?

[ Distribute the information you have received from ADPH regarding overdoses in the area
to communicate within your organization.

[ Increasing knowledge and understanding reduces the potential for overdoses in the future.

[0 Make any other treatment organizations or support groups are aware of the potential for
ongoing overdoses in your area.

WHAT EDUCATION SHOULD BE PROVIDED IN MY AREA/ORGANIZATION?

[0 Remind staff and clients of resources available, including information about access
to naloxone.

[ Review Good Samaritan information with staff and clients.

[ Remind healthcare professionals, EMTs, and law enforcement of treatment options in the
community for those who have experienced an overdose.

[J Encourage all staff and clients to dispose of any unused medications or drugs. Information
about safe disposal can be found at:

[J Check all available naloxone to ensure that it is in date.

[ Review information regarding signs and symptoms of overdose for substance in most
recent events with staff.

[ Also review symptoms of use disorder related to the current substance.
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
